Counsel, Joe Butner advises the State has no objection but requests that Defendant file a written Motion
concerning release conditions.
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Court and Counsel discuss State’'s Bench Memorandum regarding mistrial in this case dated November 10,
2010.

Counsel, Craig Williams proposes scheduling a Status Conference in a month to give time to review the file.
Court and Counsel can then discuss a realistic time for a trial date.

Counsel, Joe Butner advises that the State is ready to proceed with the trial and argues the State’s position in the
matter

Counsel, Craig Williams requests the Court seal the State’s Bench Memorandum. Counsel believes the Court
should declare a mistrial in this case and requests a brief recess to discuss mistrial issues with Co-Counsel
Parzych.

At 11:14 a.m. Court reconvenes and all previously appearing parties are present.

Counsel, Craig Williams moves for a mistrial in this case, but does not waive the defensibility to file at a later date
a Motion to Dismiss with prejudice.
